_A POINT OF IMPORTANCE. 
Writing on this subject inthe Weekly Jrish 

Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 

A point of importance about the keeping of 
laying hens in city gardens is that it 
is quite unnecessary to provide them with 
an outside run. he only condition is 
that the house provided must be suffi- 
ciently roomy to enable the birds to have 
plenty of scratching exercise and plenty 
of fresh air. A type advised for use in 
these circumstances is one backed by the 
garden wall and facing, if possible, south 
or south-west, so that it will get all the 
sun possible. It may and should be pos- 
sible to have the end of the house con- 
sist of the wall at right angles to the 
back of the house. In ‘other words, if it 
is possible to erect it at a corner of the 
garden, the front and one end is all that 
will require to be of wood. This will 
save a good deal of expense and also of 
space. <A lean-to shed roof, sloping from 
the top of the wall—provided such is a 
reasonable height—will be the best and 
simplest type.

Patrick Gaffney, Peter street, was fined 
20s. on a charge of insulting behaviour, where- 
by a breach of the peace might have been 
occasioned, by carrying a placard bearing 
abusive and insulting words at Pearse street 
on the previous afternoon; and Michael 
Rogers, Seapark road, was fined 40s. on a 
charge of aiding and abetting him in com- 
mitting the offence. : 

The Justice refused informations on 4 
charge against Gaffney of being a common 
nuisance, and dismissed a further charge of 
obstruction. Charges against Rogers of aiding 
and abetting in reference to these charges 
against Gaffney were dismissed, 

inspector D. F. Maher prosecuted; Mr. A. 
Lynn (instructed by Messrs. Lehane and 
Hogan) defended. and Mr. T. H. R. Craig, 
solicitor (Messrs. Hamilton and Craig) watched 
the interests of Cossor Radio, Ltd., Pearse 
street, opposite whose premises, it was stated, 
the placard was carried, — 

Sergeant E. J. O'Connell stated that he 
saw Gaffney carrying sandwich boards with 
two placards on the carriage way opposite 
the Cossor Dépét. Gaffney told witness that 
he was paid obs. a week by Rogers for carry- 
ing the placards. Witness told Gaffney that 
he would have to take the placards away, 


because the words on them were insulting. . 
As far as he knew, there was no trade. 
Gaffney said . 


dispute at the Cossor premises. 
that he would move away only when in- 
structed by Rogers. 
an hour later Gaffney still was walking up 
and down in front of the Radio Dépét with 
the placards, and Rogers was standing on 
the footpath nearby. He saw passers-by 
stop to read the placards, He told Gaffney 
that if he did not take away the placards 
he would be taken into custody, and tsaffney 
replied: “Í am doing this for a living.” 
Rogers said: '“ He is going to remain there 
until I get satisfaction.’’ Witness took both 
men into custody. 

Cross examined by Mr. Lynn, the witness 
said, that he did not know whether the 
general public would be insulted by the words 
on the placards or not. 

Detective Officer T. Forde said that two 
motorists were unable to park opposite the 
Cossor premises because of the presence of 
Gaffney. 

Detective Officer Forde read what he stated 
were the words on the placards. 

Harold M. Heard, branch manager for 
Cossor Radio, Ltd., Dublin, said that there 
was no trade dispute there, and so far as 
he knew there was no reason why the 
placards should be displayed outside the 
premises, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynn, the witness 
said that he came from Newcastle-on-Iyne 


| and that he had been in Dublin since 1931. 


He was aware that there had been a dispute 
at Wallasey in 1932. Rogers was the. only 
person who objected to Cossor Radio, Ltd., 
articipating in the Radio Exhibition at the 

ansion House, Dublin. The company did 
not exhibit at the exhibition, but they would 
have been given a stand if they applied for 
one. Rogers had asked witness if he was 
aware that the Lord Mayor had satisfied 
himself of the validity of his complaint, and 
witness replied that he was not aware of that.

The price charged for milk in Dublin was 
the subject of discussion at the meeting of 
the Dublin Board of Assistance yesterday. 
‘It arose out of correspondence read by the 
acting clerk (Mr. L.. Hennessy) dealing with 
ia comnlaint from the Dublin Milk Producers’ 
Association, in which is was alleged that the 
Model Creamery (milk suppliers to the Dublin 
Union) had not paid the agreed price to the 
Association. | 

The Dublin Wholesale and Retail Milk 
Vendors’ Association wrote stating that, in 
connection with the report in last week's 
newspapers regarding the milk supplied to the 
Union, they desired to point out that their 
Association had no connection whatever with 
the body styling itself the Dublin and Dis. 
trict Milk Distributors’ Association, and that 
the latter merely existed in mame, being an 
alleged association of a small minority of 
milk vendors who adopted one of a number 
of fancy names. The letter stated that, 
although they were not a party to the agree- 
ment with the milk producers which was 
made last July, “we are in a position to 
prove that our members (as a matter of 
principle) abided lovally by the terms of the 
agreement, although it is not known that 
those who were a party to it. did not honour 
this bond.”’ 

A letter was received from Kathleen 
McCarthy, Court Hill, Dunboyne, with 
reference to the prices paid by the Model 
Creamery to members of the Milk Producers’ 
Association, stating that she was supplying 
the creamery and had received the agreed 
prices from them. Se 

A similar letter was received from Patrick 
Ryan, Monasterevan, who aláo had supplied 
the Model Creamerv, stating that ne had 
received the agreed prices. An accouat 
verifying this was enclosed in both cases. 

A letter from the Model Creamery stated

Frank Speidel, Balmoral, Cabra road, said 
he had been at the wedding of his cousin, 
Mr. Youkstetter to Miss Olhausen, and after- 
wards attended the reception. He was “in 
Box No, 2 in the theatre with Miss Birchall 
Mr. Steele and Mr. Powderly. After the 
interval only Miss Birchall, Mr. Powderly 
and himself were in the box, Miss Birchall 
sitting between them; he was on her right. 
[hey were very interested in the programme, 
and all three of them were leaning forward 
listening to the dialogue. Miss Birchall 
screamed, and he looked round and saw the 
bottom of her dress alight. He made a 
grab with his hands to put it out. Miss 
irchall stood up, and the flames. shot up so 
quickly that his efforts were absolutely no 
use. She then moved forward and fell over 
the front of the box into the dress. circle. 
He jumped after her, and with the help of 
other gentlemen they got the flames out. 

In repl; to Station Sergeant Butler, College 
Police Station, Mr. Speidel said that he was 
smoking cigarettes. He smoked a number 
during the night and put the ends on the 
fioor, stamping his foot on them. 

Could you offer any opinion how Miss 
Birchall’s clothes caught fire?—No. Every- 
thing was all right until we heard her 
pcream, 

Could it have been caused by the lighted 
end of a cigarette being thrown on the floor? 
ae I cannot tell you, but I believe it 
couid, 

In reply to Mr. Cusack, the witness said 
that, so far as he was aware, there was 
ifothing in the box that could have caused 
the fire. If there were ash trays in the box, 
he did not see them and did not use them. 
He had no recollection of throwing down a 
lighted cigarette end or match. Miss Birchall 
was not smoking. 

In reply to the Coroner, the witness said 
that he was smoking at the time, and be- 
lieved that he had a cigarette in bis right 
hand, but he could not swear that it did not 
come in contact with the lady’s dress. While 
he was taking off his coat to put out the 
flames, the lady stood| up and fell over the 
iront of the box. | 


“I AM ON FIRE” 


Louis Powderly, Mill House, Duleek, said 
that he was leaning over the edge of the box 
looking at the man in the large box near 
them talking to the lady on the stage, when 
he heard Miss Birchall scream, “ Frank, I am 


on fire.” He saw the end of her dress in 
flames. He grabbed the portion to pull it 
off. Miss: Birchall stood up and stepped 


back, but before he could get up again she 
had moved forward and fallen over the front 
of the box. His right hand had been burned, 
aud portion of the gold in the dress had been 
burned into his hand, He was smoking 
during the performance, and, as far as he 
remembered, he pnt the ends of each cigarette 
on the floor and put his foot on it. He could 
offer no idea how Miss Birchall’s dress caught 
fire. The only way he could describe it, he 
said, was that it was like a photographer 
taking a flashlight. 

In reply to Mr. Cusack, he-said there was 
nothing in the box that could have set the 
dress alight, There was no open light: 

Do you think the theatre is in any way to 
blame’—Noz it was purely and simply an 
accident. i 

The Coroner—You were quite sure it was 
the lower portion of the dress that was in 
flames?—Yes. 1 grabbed the lower portion 
to pull it off. ; 

Mr. Birchall, intervening, said be was quite 
satisfied that there was no responsibility and 
no carelessness on the part of the theatre. 

In further reply to the Coroner, the witness 
said that they were quite sober that might. 
He had one small shinies at the interval. 
During the reception he had three glatses of 


white wine, and at eight o'clock had tea. 


Everybody in the box was sober. 

George Power, 9 St. David’s terrace, N.C. 
road, said he was sitting in the dress circle 
under Box No. 2 when he got a bump on the 
back. Looking round, he saw a lady on fire. 
He immediately jumped up, took off his coat, 
and put it round her to extinguish the flames. 
Other men also took their coats off and helped 
to put out the flames. The upper part of the 
dress was in flames, and when they were put 
out he saw the back was on fire, above the 
knees, and that was the last part he put out.

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The death of the Venerable 
Coyrtenay Abbott, Archdeacon of Cloyne and 
Canon of Lissleary, in St. Fin Barre's 
Cathedral, Cork, took place yesterday morn- 
ing at the or ermoy. Archdeacon 
Abbott was aged 84. He had been in failing 
health for some time, but was able to fulfil 
his parochial duties almost to the end. 
Educated at Trinity College, Dublin, he won 
a Mathematical Scholarship in 1876. In the 
following year he took his B.A. degree with 
a Respondency, and in 1888 he took the B.D. 
degree. He was ordained by the Bishop of 
Ossory in 1877, and was appointed to the 
curacy of Killebban, County Carlow. Two 
years later he was transferred to the curacy 
of St. Luke’s, Cork, and in 1881 he was 
appointed Rector of the Parish of Schull, 
where he ministered until 1894. In that year 
he moved to Fermoy on his appointment as 
Rector and acting Chaplain to the Forces. 
From 1901 to 1 he was select preacher at 
the University of Dublin. He was Precentor 
of Cloyne Cathedral from 1901 to 1909. 
Among other important offices which he was 
called upon to rg those of Treasurer oí 
St. Fin Barre’s, Cork, 1909 to 1913; Precentor 
of St. Fin Barre’s, 1913 to 1919. In the 
latter year he was appointed Archdeacon of 
Cloyne and Canon in St. Fin Barres 
Cathedral. During the fifteen years previous 
to 1919 he was examining chaplain to the 
late Bishops Meade and Dowse. For many 
years he held the position of Secretary to the 
Diocesan Council, and was a member of the 
General Synod. and of the Hepresentative 
Church Body, as well as Hon, Secretary of 
the Diocesan Synod of Cork, Cloyne, and 
Ross. Notwithstanding the numerous offices 
which he held in his Church, he managed to 
devote some of his time to local committees, 
such as the Old Age Pensions aad Vocational 
Education Committees. On these his advice 
and assistance were always helpful. In his 
private life he was of a very charitable 
disposition.

Str,—Your report of the meeting of the 
Ard-chraobh of the Gaelic League on Mon- 
day last calls surely for comment.

a over the words of the President of 
our Executive Council it is impossible so to 
pass. Had he his way the teachers of the 
Saorstat would, regardless of expense, be 
Gaeltacht folk. I will not comment on the 
justice of the scheme in relation to our 
present teachers; they may be trusted to do 
that quite capably for themselves. But 
surely it is absurd on the face of it to sup- 
pose that the small section of the community 
making up the Gaeltacht would supply 
efficient teachers for the whole of the trash 
Free State, unless, indeed, we are to suppose 
that every native speaker is a born peda- 
gogue. i 

And there is a wider aspect of the matter : 
surely it illustrates an idea that has been 
slowly crystallisi.g for a decade—an attitude 
of mind that views the Gaeltacht as a special 
preserve or reservation supplying Gaels to fill 
the “high places '" and with the moulding of 
the country’s youth in its hands. And, does 
not such a notion mark finally the abandon- 
ment of hope of making the poor outcast 
majority Irish-speaking ? 

To me it seems that if present policy is 
maintained Irish is likely to occupy a posi- 
tion in Ireland similar to that of Latin in 
Renaissance Europe—the language of official- 
dom of the adheat ead of some literary work. 
But hope of its becoming the general ver- 
nacular must be abandoned,—Yours, etc.,

Sim,—The Departments of Education and 
Local Government have combined to issue 
leaflets of instruction to school children on 
the avoidance’ of street traffic. Their action 
is in itself highly commendable; But in 
many mstances, even with extreme care on 
the part of motor drivers and with the 
utmost caution on vhe part of the children, 
accidents wili almost certainly occur owing 
to the narrow and abrupt corners near many 
of our street crossings. 

Take, for ghann the corner joining 
Parnell square and Gardiner’s Row. Daring 
the past week I witnessed no less than three 
accidents at this corner: Indeed, with the 
entirely overcrowded traffic at this point it 
could scarcely be otherwise. And the remedy 
seems $o simple and obvious. The destruc- 
tion of the old fire-gutted house standing at 
this corner would leave the space so neces- 
sary to the easing of the congested traffic. 

Now, if the Corporation and Garda authori- 
ties combined in ordering the destruction of 
this and several other corner buildings, the 
traffic problem of the city would, at least, 
in some measure be solved. There are, | 
think, some dozen schools and colleges in the 
immediate vicinity of the corner I mention, 
and hundreds of school children must cross 
here every day. Surely, if the life of even 
one child is at stake, it is not too much to 
ask the Corporation to destroy an old fire- 
gvtted house ’— Yours etc.,

LABYRINTH OF STREETS 


In the Moorish Plaza de Zocodover, the 
market square of Toledo—below the turreted 
Alcazar—the station "bus came noisily to a 
halt. Hotel porters and carpet-slip 
chicos (small boys) at once surrounded us, 
trying to attract our attention with the bait 
of a hotel “muy modcrno.” ‘Tourists in 
search of up-to-date facilities will find excel- 
lent accommodation in the Hotel @astilla. 
The leas conventional traveller, however, may 
prefer the primitive Posada del Sangre, Inn 
of the Blood. where Cervantes wrote part of 
“Don Quixote.”” The Plaza de Zocodover 
was crowded with taxis, khaki-clad soldiers, 
yolicemen and shoe-cleaners, Tall tenement 
nouses, with red, crinkly roofs, looked down 
on the animated throng of bareheaded 
senoritos and cosmeticised muchachas (girls). 
Outside the cafes at the side sat older, sedate 
' Toledanos, wearing a cape and a black felt 
hat. The faces of these elders were seamed 
and creased like ancient parchment. 

From the market squaré radiates a network 
of narrow cobbled alleys. I chose one at 
random. High walls imprisoned the street, 
while overhead the sky was reduced to a 
thin ribbon of sun-drenched blue. Iron bars 
made cages of the windows, while many 
of the closed doors, heavily studded 
with nails arranged in orange formation, 
recalled Théophile Gautier’s description of 
Toledo as “ part a convent, part a harem, 
part a fortress.’’ Through a grilled gateway 
[ caught a glimpse of a cool patio—the first 
suggestion of the East. Open doorways 
showed the interior of a small shop contain- 
ing shining apples, bags of nuts and green 
vegetables, or glittering steel recuerdos 
(mementoes), boxes, paper knives, scissors— 
even powder puffs. (For what domestic uses 
is Toledo steel now employed’) Sometimes 
I overtook a sure-footed donkey, his straw 
panniers laden with fine coal, or was over- 
taken by a venturesome motor car which had 
succeeced in threading its way through this 
labyrinth of winding alleys. 


THE CATHEDRAL 


Suddenly 1 found myself below the tall, 
pointed tower of the Cathedral—la Catedral 
of Blasco Ibafiez’s novel. Closely wedged 
between the archbishop’s palace and other 
buildings, its exterior did not impress me in 
the same way as the Cathedral at Seville or 
Cadiz. The interior, however, is the archi- 
tectural embodiment of Catholic solemnity. 
Fluted Gothic pillars soar upwards into 
arching vaults and vanishing arcs. Down the 
long din avenues of archways light merges 
into darkness, and out of it into subdued half 
tones In the centre rises the solid block of 
the heavily sculptured choir, obstructing the 
view of the building as a whole. Round 
the sides are dark little chapels, hung 
with pictures, and containing the carved 
alabaster tomb of a departed monarch or 
cardinal.’ Through the exquisitely-coloured 
glass of the rose and nave windows the late 
afternoon light changes each moment, throw- 
ing its coloured rays like splashes of paint on 
the vaults around. There were no sounds 
except the shuffling of a ghostly beata (a 
devout woman), and the regular clanging of 
clocks and bells every fifteen minutes. 

Not merely the Cathedral, but the whole 
City of Toledo is a museum of art and history. 
The rare tracery of the cloisters of San Juan 
de los Reyes, the richly-carved gateway of 
the Hospital de Santa Cruz, the Moorish 
Church of Santo Tomé, containing the 
famous picture by El Greco, ‘‘ The Burial of 
the Conde de Orgaz,’”’ and the white house of 
El Greco himself—these are only a few of the 
artistic treasures with which the “‘ Rome of 
Spain ’’ is stored. 


THE ALCAZAR 


Over all towered the square Alcazar. A 
fortress in the time of the Romans and Visi- 
goths, it was converted into a palace by St. 
Ferdinand after the Reconquest of Toledo from 
the Moors, and was enlarged by Charles V. 
At the end of the last century it was rebuilt 
as a military academy. Since July it has 
been used once again as a fortress: Behind 
its turreted walls 1,400 Spaniards, including 
400 women and some children, held out 
desperately against the Government Militia, 
preferring privation and death itself to 
surrender. Emaciated and starved, these 
allant men and women waited for the end, 
ola in vain for release by the insurgent 
army at Talavera. The walls were worn 
away by bombardment, and through the thick 
rock on which the Alcazar is built a tunne! 
was slowly drilled. But Colonel Moscardo, 
commander of the garrison, refused the 
Madrid Government’s offer to spare the lives 
of the women and children, 

In the town the narrow streets are 
deserted. No one knows how many Toledanos 
have been killed. ... What, I wonder, has 
happened to the “ beatas” and the patient 
donkeys? Do the chicos still ask for 
“ pennies ” and can one still eat a pe 
at the Venta de Aires, the old inn below the 
city walls? P. &.

working secretary, Miss Smithson, that there 
vere numbers of nurses likely to benefit from 
a pension scheme who weve still outside the 
\orces’ Organisation. Their organisation had 
won many friends throughout the medical 
rofession and in public fife in the country, 
and he would say that if there were a free 
ste in the Dail to-morrow on the bill intro- 
duced in the Senate, that measure would be 
unanimously passed. That feeling was due 
the splendid efforts of Miss Smithson, and 
their president and committee in  pressin 
the claims of nurses, That claim was both 
reasonable and justifiable, and would cost the 
state nothing. Theirs was a great and noble 
ofession: they worked long and arduous 
, made great sacrifices, and he thought 
i the country was “behind them in their 
lemand. lf they got im all the nurses 
throughout the land they would make their 
ior pensions irresistible, 


A DEFINITE PROMISE 
Es Senator T. Dowdall said that Sir 
Edward Coey Bigger and himself had 
eeded in getting amendments to provide 
a pension scheme for nurses included in the 
Hospitals Bill by the Senate, in 1933, but on 
ho Report stage of that measure they had 
been approached by the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, who asked them to withdraw their 
amendments on the definite and distinct 
promise that he would wmtroduce a measure 


) —~ — 


himself. That was in 1933, but nothing had 
been done to carry out that promise, and then 
he and Sir Edward Coey Bigger decided to 

duce a private bill in the Senate. They 


had got that bill drafted by Mr. Samuel 
Brown, and it was backed by every shade of 
opinion in the Senate and passed unanimously, 

the Senate had since been given its 
conge. and the bill had lain dormant since. 


It had been said that that bill would put a 


charge on the public fund, but he noticed in 
' returns just released for the Hospitals’ 
‘Sweep ” that the available surplas on the 


000. Two- 


thirds of that amount would provide the 
necessary £250,000 to finance their nurses’ 
pension scheme. The provision ef that 


amount would not add a penny te the burden 
on the taxpayers. 

He suggested that the nurses’ organisa- 
tion should get the medical members of the 
Dail, together with the three lady members, 
to back the bill introduced in the Senate, and 
if the matter were then left to a free vote 
he was sure it wonld be passed almost unani- 
mously. If tt nurses showed the same de- 
termination as the “ Suffragettes *’ showed 
to get the vote their claims would be soon 
admitted. : 

Dr. Martin (Seeretary of the Irish Medical 
Umion) said that he would like to urge the 
claims to common justice of the nurses, 
who were members of the noblest profc 1. 
The community owed a tremendous amount 
to the murres. Theirs was an extremely diffi- 
cult profession, entailing. hard work, gr at 
anxieties and sacrifice. There was more in it 
than the glamour of taking tickets from a 
drum avd a nat'y vmform. The nurses, who, 
by reason of their arduous work, were often 
old before their time, were entitled to look 
forward to a day when they could draw 
pensions and retire to a well-earned teisure. 
Their cause was well deserving of the atten- 
tien of the Government sad the Minister. 

Kx-Senator Mrs. J. Clark, said that she 
had come there-to show h« sympathy with 
the demand for pevsions fcr nurses and to 


say that no demand more deserving vi 
support was ever made by a group of 
women. The sufirageit-s won their cause by 
versistent effort and orgai. ahon, and she 


thought that the cause of the nurses was du 
ways a bigger one. All nurses should join 
the orgamsation and help fe-ward tie cause. 
A vote of thafiks was passed to the Lord 
Mavor and other speakers on the motion of 
M-s. Vann. 
Acknowledging the vote, the Lord Mayur 
raid that they should not leave the mecting 


with the misapprehension about the Govern- 
ments attitude. He believed that the 
Government was easuy aro2reachable and 
most anxious to help: but the difficulty 
appeared to he how best ths Government 


could heip. He suggested that the Nurses’ 
Organisation should appomt deputa..ons to 

on the Minister, who, he was sure, 
would deal with the matter m the most con- 
siderate manner, especially if their organisa- 
tion was supported by the 155 members of 
the Dail.

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Irish Unity 
The Nationalists of Northern Ireland 
have decided to establish a ‘‘ united front.”’ 
Yesterday they agreed upon the formation 
of an Irish Union Association, member- 
ship of which will be open to ‘‘all Irish- 


imen in the six counties who are opposed 


to partition.”’ The constitution and rules 
of this new body, as it appears, have been 
framed with such care and with such 
breadth that it will be acceptable to “ all 
sections of national thought.’’ Its primary 
object will be to abolish partition, and to 
that end it will seek to unite the Northern 
Nationalists, to establish contacts with the 
Free State, to foster a nationalist outlook 
upon public matters and upon education, 
to encourage the Irish language, Irish 
music and Irish games. Furthermore, it 
hopes to improve the social services of the 
North and to promote better housing and 
living conditions. With virtually all of 
these aspirations we have the deepest 
sympathy, and we wish the new movement 
‘every success. Yet we doubt very much if 
it will attain success. Conceivably, 
Natiorialist thought in the North may 
be welded into a united whole—although 
the experience of similar efforts in the 
past would suggest differently—but, even 
if it is so welded, what will be the next 
step? The Nationalist notables who 
attended yesterday 's meeting in Belfast 
have long and intimate experience of 
Northern politics. Surely they know the 
formidable obstacles that hamper any 
effort to assail the Unionist hold upon the 
six counties. Surely they are aware that, 
however strong an opposition they may 
raise. to the existing régime, it yet will 
be powerless. They may unify one-third 
of the population into a solid mass of 
nationalist sentiment—but what will that 
third avail against the steadfast purpose 
of the Unionist two-thirds? Will their 
Nationalist Front help in the slightest 
degree to overcome the religious and racial 
prejudices which are implanted so strongly 
in Unionist Ulster? Will it not, rather, 
intensify them ? 

We think that, for the moment, Northern 
Nationalism is impotent. It can do 
nothing, and any evidence of growing 
strength merely will frighten the Unionists 
into the closing of their ranks. Whether 
or not the constituencies, parliamentary 
and local, have been ‘‘ gerrymandered,”’ 
the fact remains that the Nationalists are 
in a definite minority. If the line of 
cleavage between Unionist and Nationalist 
were sharp—if the two. parties 
corresponded, say, to Conservatives and 
Labour supporters across the Channel— 
the Nationalists reasonably might expect 
at some time to convert sufficient of their 
opponents to enable them to turn Viscount 
Craigavon out of office, and to take the 
reins of power themselves, Unhappily for 
Nationalist hopes, the conditions in the 
North are very different. Between Unionist 
and Nationalist there is a great gulf fixed, 
and, however ably the Nationalists may 
consolidate their own adherents, they 
cannot hope to close that guif. Perhaps, 
the unity of Ireland may be created by 
some pressure from outside. Another 
European war, for example, might force 
the two States to unite for the purpose of 
mutual protection, and their temporary 
unity well might become permanent. 
Apart, however, from so remote a possi- 
bility, one thing, and one thing only, 
can end partition; and that thing is a 
change of heart among the Unionists of

The Mediterranean 


Sir Samuel Hoare, the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, has just come back to England 
after a comprehensive tour of the Mediter- 
ranean, and his announcement that British 
defences are to be strengthened there came 
as no surprise. The general re-armament 
policy, apart from anything else, would 
have been almost bound to incluge these 
changes, while the events of the past year 
have made them inevitable. Italy’s war 
of aggression in Abyssinia, the re-fortifica- 
tion of the Dardanelles, the trouble in 
Palestine, and the Spanish. civil war have 
all led to a feeling of uneasiness in Great 
Britain, and the protection of the sliort 
sea route to India is so important to her 
that she cannot afford to take chances. 
Russia, since the Dardanelles pact was 
revised, has helped to upset the old balance 
of naval power; for the prospect of a 
Russian fleet in the Mediterranean must 
now be taken into account. Italy, how- 
ever, offers a threat which is more serious 
and mote immediate. Signor Mussolini 
has been at no great pains to hide his 
ambition that Italy should become the 
ruling Power in the Mediterranean, and 
_ his country’s interests there have widened 
since the “ conquest ' of Abyssinia gave 
him another line of communication to 
guard. The Spanish civil war sounded 
the final note of alarm, Obviously, it is 
impossible to say whether or not General 
Franco has offered Mallorca to Italy in 
return for ‘the arms and aeroplanes with 
which she has been supplying him, though 
the attempt to eject his troops from the 
island was made only because the Spanish 
Government suspected that the bargain 
had been made. The rumours, and the 
corresponding rumours that part of 
Spanish Morocco has been pledged to 
Germany, may be well founded, and the 
other Mediterranean Powers have been in- 
clined to take them seriously. France 
would have most to fear if Mallorca 
became an Italian naval base, because it 
lies across the route to her colonies in 
Northern Africa, and Great Britain’s 
main concern would be if a German or 
Italian stronghold were set up on the other 
side of the Straits of Gibraltar. Partly in 
order to guard against such chances, but 
mainly because Italy is strengthening her 
present naval bases, Great Britain has 
decided to add to her own defences. 
According to Sir Samuel Hoare, the 
Government has ao intention to give up 
Malta, which will remain the principal 
base of the British Fleet, and will be 
strengthened and modernised. Malta was 
thought by some people to have become 
a very insecure base, owing to the supposed 
danger of attack from the air, but the 
latest decision shows that the official view 
is otherwise. All the other naval posts 
between Gibraltar and the Suez Canal will 
be consolidated, and it is possible that 
Cyprus may be added to the list. Thus; 
it is hoped that the trade route to the 
East, which certainly is too loosely 
guarded in view of present conditions, may 
be made secure again.

HE fifty-seventh report of the Deputy- 
fa Keeper of Public Records and Keeper 
of the State Papers has just been issued as 
a Parliamentary Blue Book. It records the 
proceedings, during the years 1929 and. 1930, 
in connection with the Public Records, and, 
according to a note on the cover, was “ pre- 
sented to both Houses of the Oireachtas.” It 
is dated 15th May, 1926, and was, therefore, 
pass one of the Jast public documents te 
ve presented to the late Senate, which went 
out of existence on the 20th May. 

The volume contains 570 pages, and, in 
addition to the report of Mr. James F. 
Morrissey, Assistant Deputy-Keeper of the 
Records, it sets out in appendices a Jist of 
documents received from various sources since 
the last report was issued. The Deputy-Keeper 
thanks the many donors, elnefly solicitors and 
others, who have made presentations of 
records of various kinds, and invites ethers to 
do the same, and thus help to build up the 
Record. Office, which suffered such grave an 
in the Civil War of 1922. 

Many of the documents are concerned with 
legal proceedings in various counties, which 
have remained there from pre-Treaty days, 
and even much further back. They include old 
wills and deeds ; maps and plang of various kinds, 
and ecclesiastical documents.

When the Com- 
mittee raised the question of suspending 
Abyssinia while the question of her status 
was considered he protested, and ruthlessly 
questioned other members of the Com- 
mittee, asking if they were responsible 
for the arrangement. Mr. Jordan got no 
replies, and the suspension collapsed for 
the moment.

Only 
two years ago it was stated that he was 
dying of cancer, while to-day it is angina 
pectoris. It is noted that most of these 
rumours come from sources which are not 
altogether reliable where Russia is con- 
cerned, notably in Germany, and they are 
not given ence in French and British 
official circles. A neutral who has seen M. 
Stalin lately says that his health and 
vigour are unimpaired, and that the 
doctors who see him from time to time 
always give him a more or less clean hill 
of health. M. Stalin is now in his fifty- 
eighth year, and the consideration of a 
successor, even in the distant future, is 
not. unreasonable. In Russia, Bolshevists 
express the opinion that if anything hap- 
pens to M. Stalin, General Voroshiloff 
will be his successor. This is due to the

To-day General 
Voroshiloffi is the one Commissar in 
Moscow who can drive his own car 
through the streets without the em- 
barrassing attentions of an Ogpu guard. 


Meat Imports 


Opposition is developing to the Govern- 
ment’s policy regarding meat which pro- 
vides for the admission ef imports froia 
the Dominions free of tax, and it is pos- 
sible that some modification of the pro- 
omg may be necessary. The question 

as been revived bv the decision of the 
National Farmers’ Union to apply to the 
Import Duties Advisery Committee for 
duties on all imported meat and live- 
stock, and all poultry products, irrespec- 
tive of their country of origin. This appli- 
cation raises the question of import duties 
on Dominion produce. and cuts right 
across the Government’s policy. Preli- 
minary discussions may tre place before 
the Conference with the Dominion Pre- 
miers is held next year, and, if a duty on 


cable, British farmers may suggest some 
form of control with a view to limiting the 
quantity of imports. 


More Light Needed 


One-third of the adult population of 
Great Britain has to wear spectacles, 
either permanently or for special pur- 
poses, a fact revealed by the opticians of 
the country. Inadequate artificial light- 
ing is said to be the main cause of 
delective sight, and the authorities con- 
cerned are to try and obtain better condi- 
tions. A national lighting campaign is to 
be opened next month, and an exhibition 
will be arranged in London to illustrate 
the effect that bad artificial lighting has 
on eyes and general health. The exhibits 
will be typical of the instruments and 
apparatus used by opticians and electrical 
lamp tnanufacturers, a fundamental dis- 
covery being that lighting in the home is 
not what it should be.

A march from Jarrow to London by 
some two hundred young unemployed men 
is gra. arranged in time for the open- 
ing of Parliament, with the idea of bring- 
mg before the public the plight of the 
town.

Sir Samuel Hoare’s statement yester- 
day on Britain’s policy in the Mediter- 
ranean has done nothing to close the gap.

“ No one wishes to suppress Germany, 
as can be seen by the indulgence given 
to all her unilateral infractions of the 
Treaty of Versailles,” the article declares. 
“ But no one will recognise to the Ger- 
mans the prerogative of the mission of a 
chosen people destined by history and by 
the law of nature to save Europe. 

“ The claim of the Reich to influence, 
with every kind of pressure, ‘the foreign 
policy of other States is only too clear. 
The obstruction of the convocation of the 
Conference of Locarno has no other 
motive. It aims simply at inducing France 
to denounce her pact with Russia.’ 

That such an article should appear in 
the Italian Press, even if it is afterwards 
suppressed, is generally considered to be 
very significant.

OVZRNMENT troops captured the 

Aleazar yesterday morning, and it is 
officially announced that they are masters 
of the entire fortress. Insurgents who were 
still holding out in the refectory and 
kitchens were overpowered. . 

The attack began on Tuesday night, but 
it was not until dawn yesterday that the 
last decisive onslaught. was made. Four 
hundred Government Storm Troops took 
part, says Reuter. 

The Spanish Premier has gone to Toledo 
to congratulate his troops. 

The capture of the fortress. is. a big 
moral, as well as material, suecess for the 
Government. Not only does it give them 
undisputed possession of a vitally impor- 
tant strategic wage but at a very critical 
juncture in the struggle for Madrid «¢ 
releases strong forces which can now be 
thrown into the field elsewhere. 


1.500 DEFENDERS 


The siege of the Alcazar started in the 
latter half of July, when the insurgent 
garrison of Toledo: were driven out of the 
town proper into the fortress area. They 
EEA HS EA air 1,500 met—a hundred 
military cadets, 400 ' civil guards, as 
many “ shock police,” seme regular froo 
and a handful of civilian volunteers. In 
addition, there were about 400 women, 
children and old men, mostly of the 
aristocracy, who feared to fall into the 
hands of the Government forces. 

They were well supplied with rifles, 
machine-guns and ammunition, and their 
superior military training enabled them 
to hold at bay the much larger numbers of 
raw Government militia around them. 
Gradually, however, they were forced 
back into the old fortress itself, whose 


it proof against the light artillery of the 
Government. 


FOOD SHORTAGE 
As the Government artillery gradually 
destroyed the upper portions of the fortress, 
the defenders withdrew to the lower storeys 
and cellars. Their chief trouble was 
shortage of food. On the flagstones of 
the Moorish patio they chalked in huge 
letters the name of the provisions which 
they needed most, so that insurgent 
‘planes, flying low through the Govern. 
ment machine-gun fire, could drop them 


supplies. 
A tiny newspaper, typewritten on a 
single sheet, was issued at intervals, 


giving the latest news picked up by the 
garrison wireless, 

The real terror of the garrison was not 
the shells and bullets of the besieger's, but 
the mines: which they could hear being 
driven under the mighty walls of the 
fortress. It was a grim race between the 
insurgent relief column from the west and 
the Government engineers. 

In the rainy dawn of September 18th 
the defenders saw Jong lines of men, women 
and children trudging out of the town held 
by the ‘Government troops. They knew 
what this meant, The mines were ready. 


THE EXPLOSION 


The explosion which rent the air soon 
afterwards could be heard forty miles away 
in Madrid. The great column of shattered 
stones, earth and mortar, which shot 
hundreds of feet into the air, could be 
seen for miles around. A large part of 
the historic fortress was shattered and the 
defenders in the exposed portions blown 
to bits. 

But the deafened, dust-covered survivors 
clung grimly to their positions, and when 
the Government storm troops rushed in 
with bomb and bayonet to complete the 
work of the dynamite they were met with 
a withering fire. 

Fierce hand-to-hand fighting raged in 
the ruins day after day. Gradually the 
defenders were driven farther back into 
the heart of the shattered citadel. Some 
of the positions held by the insurgents 
were showered with petrol and set alight, 


machine-guns were 
trained on the exits from the cellars. 
where they had taken refuge. At the 
same time, however, insurgent ’planes flew 
overhead and dropped leaflets announcing 
the capture of Torrijos, only fifteen miles 
off, by the relief column of Colonel Yague, 
and promising that the siege would be 
raised within 48 hours. The remnant of 
brave defenders could, however, hold out 
no longer. | 


WHAT IT MEANT 


By their desperate resistance in the 66 
days” siege the insurgent defenders opened 
the way to Madrid for their comrades. 
They have occupied the attention of 
thousands of Government militia and 
batteries of artillery which were badly 
needed to of the advance of insurgent 
forces from the west. :

T midnight to-night Japanese marines 
A techs peteiscton ad Chinese territory 
bordering on the International Settlement. 
This was the climax to four tense hours, 
following the shooting in the Hongkew 
district (Japanese quarter) of ~hanghai 
this evening of three J ese blue- 
jackets. One of the victims was shot dead 
and the other two wounded. 

Just before the Japanese marine move, 
Rear-Admiral Eijaro Kondo, Commander 
of the Japanese naval landing party, a 
permanent shore force of some 5,000 men, 
stated that he intended to take armed mea- 
sures to protect Japanese lives, both within 
and outside the Internationa] Settlement. 

A little earlier another Japanese naval 
-spokesman had created a sensation by an- 
nouncing that the marines were to take up 
‘“‘ emergency defence positions,”’ embracing 
most of Chapei, as well as Hongkew. 

Chapei, which had already been thrown 
into a tumult by the shooting, is the 
Chinese quarter of Shanghai. Here it 
was that fierce fighting broke out between 
Japanese and Chinese troops in 1952. 
Horgkew is next door. 


SIXTH MURDER 


The killing of the Japanese bluejacket 
is the sixth murder of a Japanese 
national in China in “-e past three 
months. It may provoke a crisis. 

Eye-witnesses say that the shooting was 
the work of four men. They opened fire 
at close range, and threc bluejackets stag- 
gered into a nearby. shop, where First- 
class Seaman Asamitsu Taminato, who had 
been shot in the chest, collapsed and died. 

All three were attached to the Japanese 
naval landing party. They were out for 
a stroll along the International Settlement 
road. 

Only one Chinese has so far been placed 
under arrest in connection with the shoct- 


ing. 
BATTALION LANDED 


A battalion of marines was landed from 
the Japanese flagship Idzumo to reinforce 
the permanent landing party, immediately 
after the shooting. When they appeared, 
wearing steel helmets, and with bayonets 
fixed, the Chinese residents of Hongkew 
fled in all directions, panie-stricken.

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article to-day, says:—While there is so 
much dispute both over the facts and over 
the inferences to be drawn from them, it 
may well be left for the historian to weigh 
the rights and the wrongs, and strike, if he 
can, the balance. What, unhappily, is 
not in dispute is the bitterness with which 
the struggle is being conducted. The civil 
war has almost’ a war of exter- 
mination, marked by ferocious cruelty, as 
well as by extraordinary heroism on both 
sides. This bitterness will not easily be 
appeased. Whichever sides is victorious, 
Spain, it would seem, must remain divided 
for a generation to come.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 
A NEW Nationalist organisation, to be 
known as the Irish Union Associa- 
tion, is to be formed in Northern Ireland, 
which, it is hoped, will embrace all shades 
of national opinion in the North. 

The decision was taken at a meeting of 
Nationalist members of Parliament, 
public representatives and other delegates, 
numbering between fifty and sixty, held 
in St. Mary’s Hall, Belfast, to-day. 

The Conference lasted over four hours, 
and subsequently the following official re- 
port was issued :'— 

“ At a Convention of Nationalist repre- 
sentatives of all shades of political opinion 
in the Six Counties, held in St. Mary’s 
Hall, Belfast, on Wednesday, it was 
unanimously decided to establish an 
organisation, entitled the ‘Irish Union 
Association,’ and a constitution and rules 
were agreed to, under which an executive, 
or governing council, could be demo- 
eratically elected. 

“ A suggestion in the draft rules that 
anti-partition members of Parliament be 
ex-officoo members of the governing body 
was not adopted. 

“ The constitution and rules 
framed and so elaborate in scope as to 
make for complete agreement between all 
sections of national thought. 

“ There was a general feeling of satis- 


faction with the progress made up to the - 


present, and delegates from every area 
undertook to commence organising at 
onee.

picture in his treatment, of the 
Prelude to the first act. From the opening 
pianissimo to the great climax and the long 
closing. diminuendo, it is a revelation in 
orchestral control, and the only regret one 
has is that the finer soft phrases high up in 
the strings are almost too delicate for repro- 
duction. 

Arthur Rubinstein is heard in the “ Liebe- 
straum—No. 3” of Liszt, in his own 
“Valse Caprice.” They are well contrasted 
pieces, which serve to bring ont the brilliant 
technique of the Eas as well as his gift of 
interpretation. e piano tone reproduces 
very well, 

e great Italian tenor, Beniamino Gigli. 
is heard this month in an arresting record of 
the familiar Bach-Gounod “ Ave ia,” 
coupled with .Bizet’s almost equally famous 
“Agnus Dei.” The arrangement in both 
cases is for tenor with chorus and BE 
accompaniment, and while it gives Gigli 

lenty of scope to use his glorious voice, ove 
is not altogether satisfied with the background 
in either piece.

FAMOUS VIOLINIST

The 
original old records of the quick-steps 
“Tiger Rag” and “Jazz me Blues,”’ made 
in December, 1920, were unearthed in the 
H.M.V. factory, and have now been 
electrically remade, and will, no doubt, have 
a big sale. 


DANCE BANDS 


Apart from these revivals of old-timers, 
there is a wide range of records by the leading 
dance bands of the day. Ray Noble and his 
combination are represented by “ Empt 
Saddles,” from ‘ Rhythm on the Range.’

A GRUESOME EXPERIENCE 


To recover consciousness and find himself 
lying with six dead men in a mortuary was 


the gruesome experience of a former regi- 


mental sergeant-major .in the Roya! Engi- 
neers, Mr. F. Watson, of Osborne terrace, 
Alverstoke, Hants, who has just died at the 
age of 60. | 

It happened forty years ago when Mr. 
Watson was serving in Singapore. Intense 
heat was taking heavy toll of a column of 
marching men and some were falling dead 
by the wayside. Watson was among those 
who fell, and was placed in a mortuary. 
After being unconscious for nineteen hours, 
he came round at night to find himself lying 
with six dead men. Frantically he rattled 
the door of the mortuary to regain his 
freedom. 

Finally he was released after giving a 
sentry a bad scare, and later he learned that 
he and the other occupants of the mortuary 
were to have been cremated in a few hours.
